with is to get their |>atients to tak e medi­ 
cine intelligently. 
Their ignorance is al­

Where dangerous medicines are to 
be administered the doctors are always 
afraid of the results tiU the jmtients turn up 
again to prove conclusively that they have 
not overdosed themselves. 
It is a custom in 
the dispensaries to charge for medicines at 
their cost price—itself th© merest trifio, gen­ 
erally, if the patient can afford to pay it 
The jjoorost people, says my doctor, will 
always and willingly pay for prescriptions 
if they can possibly scrape the money to­ 
gether; but there are others who can well 
afford the expense who try to wheedle help 
out of the dispensaries when they should be 
buying it at the drug stores.

far as I know, thero has Leeu no attem pt 
toward one b y eith *r side.

ances against our company .

to fight this question to the b itter end.” Mr. 
Gould s lid Also that 
he would enter suits

page of trams. 


St. I.ou ls N ea rly H a s a It lo t. 
St. Louis , March 25.—After a great deal 
of troub le and under the protection o f a 
large fore,» of polo© and d*puty sheriffs the 
Missouri Pacific got a train of fifteen 
freight ears out of the city Wednesday . 
Thero was an immense crowd present of 
strikers who tried to “b eat the game,” b ut 
they failed, although the fireman did leave 
the ongino and another one had to b e ap- 
pointed. 
After th) train was safoly away the 
strikers “killel” tb > switching engine an l a 
proposition was made to attack the shops 
and run out the "scab s” b ut not favorab ly 
receive I. Kuite a flurry of excitement was 
created b y the report that the m ilitia had 
b een called out, b ut this report aro e from 
the acticn of some excited officer who sat a 
man galloping ab out upon a horsa notify ­ 
ing the men that they might b o called upon 
to do duty as a precautionary guard at the 
armories during the prevalence of the riot­ 
ous feeling. 
The telephona was also used, 
and the news was over the city in a few 
momenta 
The fact is, that after the rush 
at the shops fifty reservo police were upon 
the ground in five minutes and could not 
find any one to arrest. 
The point of danger Wednesday was im­ 
mediately 
after the switch-engine 
was 
killed. 
The success of this attack em­ 
b oldened the strikers, and almost sim ultan­ 
eously with the de-ertion of the switch* 
engine the cry went up: 
“On to the shops! 
Ou to the shops!” 
The shout was all that 
was needed to fire tho crowd. 
Ab out forty 
or fortp-five of tho most prominent and a t 
the sumo time most determined of the men 
took the initiative and waved their hats 
encouragingly to the reit as they urged the 
cry "On to tho shops’” 
Tho loudest shout« 
went to the front and crossed the line in the 
direction of the shops. 
Then almost the 
entire multitude followed at their heels. 
In 
u moment thero were 1,000 shouting and 
b owling mon moving west on the tracks in 
the direction of the shops. 
They display ed 
no v/eapons and carried no missiles 
It 
was the opportune time for such an attack. 
There were b utffew guards at the shops and 
the leaders of the crowd knew it, and had 
the nerve to take advantage of i t 
The on­ 
ward move was kept up until within 150 
feet of the b uildings when 
the crowd 
wavered, and the leaders went forward 
alone. 
They missed the others and stopped 
to re-enthuso them. 
ome on, b oy s,” they 
shouted; “come on; don’t stop; keep right 
on into the shopa” 
The officers present were powerlesi, and 
ckub s and stones b egan to fiy around them 
when they made any resistance. 
But the 
crowd was not wrought up to the proper 
{Atch and would not follow. 
This gave time 
to b ring up a large reserve of officers and 
the crowd was dispersed. 
The strikers are 
not discouraged b y 
Wednesday ’s developments. 
The fight has 
now b ecome one of force, however, and a 
slight m atter may cause a scene of turb u­ 
lence unequalled in the city . 
.The wholesale merchants of this city met 
Wednesday afternoon, and aftqr setting 
forth thoir complaints, demanded the re­ 
sumption of b usiness; they declined to ex­ 
press an opinion which would commit them 
to either party , und after declining to a t­ 
tend the citizen's meeting, called b y the 
Knights of Lab or for that night, adjourned. 
The meeting called for the night has b een 
postponed, mainly b ecausj of thj refusal as 
ab ove stated.

Shortly after 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
her majesty left Buckingham p alace in a 
carriage, with Princess Beatrice, with the 
intention of driving through Hyde p ^rk. 
The day was fine and the Constitution hill 
road, which borders the p alace p ark on tho 
north and leads to Hyde p ark, was thronged 
with p romenaders. 
As the queen’s carriage 
p assed the p cop .e stop p ed, and many of 
them cheered 
her. 
Suddenly a shab­ 
bily-drowsed

with

exp rtsiion on bis face elbowed his 
way 
through the crowd and advanced toward the 
royal carriage, and before he o o uld he p re­ 
vented threw something in the directio n o f 
the queen.

ward, » shielding tho p erson of her mo ther 
with her own.

S y m p a th y a nd H um a nity the Spirit of 
Christ a nd o f the Gospel Infused Into 
the Individua l l>lspo*ltlon~!dr. llergli’i 
H um a ne Work. 
B rooklyn, Feb. 28.—Rev . Henry Ward 
Beecher took for his text this morning John 
v i, 12, 13: “When they were filled he said 
unto his disciples, t Gather up the frag ments 
tha t rema in, that nothing lie lofct. Therefore 
they ga thered them tog ether and illl«*<l 
twelve ba skets with the frag ments of the fiv e 
barley loav es which remained ov er and 
a bove unto them that ha d eaten.” 
Some of the uncousidered words of the New 
Testament an» , when rig htly dev eloped, among 
the most sig nificant. The whole history, for 
instance, of the opened sepulchre and the 
linen lying rolled tog ether, and the conflict of 
the two disciples in rushing there, which hav e 
no ecclesiastical ami no doctrinal I » earing , yet 
from some points of v iew they are intensely 
interesting . Now this was perhaps the most 
remarkable of all the miracles that Christ 
performed. Not to modern apprehension, but 
judg ing from its impression upon the multi­ 
tude. It is the div iding ridg e Is*tween the 
prosperous Christ and the Christ abandoned 
among men. He steadily g ained in influence 
to this |>oint among the common people, and 
the public sentiment was such that it was a 
barrier between Him and the malice of 
the educated Jews of Jerusalem. And when 
an immense crowd lmd followed Him around 
the head of the sea of Galilee, and had come 
across in v essels and were faint of hung er, 
and He multiplied the liv e barley loav es and 
fishes and fed the 5,000, the impression was 
prodig ious. There may hav e been in other 
cases more wonder, but in this cast* it,was a 
working power. And it is recorded: “Then 
those men, w hen they had seen the miracle 
w hich Jesus did, said, This of a truth that 
prophet that should come into the world. 
When Jesus therefore perceiv ed that they 
would come and take Him 
by force to 
make Him a king , He departed ag ain into a 
mountain Himself alone.” And elsewhere it 
is said: “He constrained His disciples to take 
ship.” For it seems that they were infected 
with the common enthusiasm, and He had to 
lay authority upon them to hav e them 
g o 
away. 
Here, then, w as the climax. Because when 
he refused to accept this popular ov ation and 
to become their king or leader, from that 
moment they beg an to abandon him as one 
that had betrayed them; one who, instead of 
tjeing their emancipators had excited all 
these hopes and expectations only to refuse, 
in the critical moment, as if he either lacked 
courag e or dislwliev ed in his own words. 
Now, it was at that point that this insertion 
was made, “Gather up the frag ments, that 
nothing Ik* lost," Can anything in this world 
lie thoug ht of more minute than this sort of 
housekeeping on an occasion of the prodig ious 
importance of that hour and the mag nitudo 
of the impression w hich had l>een produced 
by his miracles. 
And yet the frag rance of a 
flower nev er accommodates itself to ihe 
altitude of the person that smells it. and the 
g enius of humanity in Jesus Christ was in some 
sense, it may bo said, unconscious, and in 
thing s little and g reat it radiated perpetually; 
for if there lx» anything that the poor need 
more than another it is carefulness of details, 
economy, frug ality; and they in their wild 
enthusiasm would naturally hav e trod under 
foot the fixxl which only an hour before they 
were fainting for lack of, without foresig ht, 
without consideration; and that in that hour 
He commanded them to g ather up the frag ­ 
ments taug ht them a lesson in economy most 
humane and far-reaching . 
But it is not 
exactly in that line that 1 am g oing to speak 
this morning . 
It is not to teach you either 
frug ality or foresig ht or economy, 
but 
humanity. 
And I shall also take 
occa sion of 
this phrase of “frag ments” to cluster tog eth r 
a number of tiling s which hav e r*> other con­ 
nection than that they all hav e their root in 
Christia n humanity. 
The spirit of Christ and of the Gospel is a 
spirit which infuses sympathy and humanity 
into the indiv idual disposition, and the n into 
a ll customs, institutions, industries and laws. 
And while we properly insist upon doctrinal 
knowledg e, relig ious ceremony, on instruction 
of v arious kinds, the time is 
c o m i ng when 
also we shall hav e to examine ourselv es or Ik- 
examined as to the relations of sympathy and 
humanity in our bosom toward all the opera­ 
tions that are g oing on in human society. 
It 
is not that relig ion inspires humanity and 
sympathy, it Is that humanity and sympathy 
toward mankind is relig ion. 
Hitherto there has been a v ery sharp div is­ 
ion ma de, and 
tha t is considered relig ion 
w hich works towa rd God. And it is, in i>art. 
But the peculia rity of the {jtospql wa s that as­ 
suming tha t men believe tha t it ma kes relig ­ 
ion to consist in the reflex influence, na mely, 
the working towa rd our fellow-tna n a s God 
woilcs towa rd the whole huma n ra ce, a nd 
towa rd the whole universe. So tha t it ma y 
be sa id tha t when Christ sa id love to God a nd 
to jour neighbor which is the whole 
J be. Jewish religion hitherto; when he 


made that ¡hg laratW* I no Tfibarilng was stfft- 
‘ta ntia ily this: Alrea dy you believe in wor­ 
shipping Gfxl, but 
now next to that a nd 
coequa l with it is, your religion must l» e a 
beneflcience, a helpfulness springing from 
common interest and from common a ffection, 
bringing it home very closely to men. 
New, there a re certa in ma tter« in ho< icty 
toda y which ma y I« 1 ca lk'd fra gments, i'herc 
a iv certa in customs a nd ma nners a nd pro­ 
cedures tha t sta nd isola ted a nd a re only con­ 
sidered in the economica l philosophy of t!» * 
Ja v, but which a re very closely ronniTted 
with religion. 
In the first p la c e , let me fx a k 
of huma nity to a nima l?*—n ma tter, tha t ha s 
conic up only in a n orga nis'd a nd deelnra iive 
fohn w ithin a few yea rs. The a nima l crea tion 
is very nea rly rela ted to us. 
Very nea rly t< 
sogie men. 
And considering them a t la rge 
we ha ve Ix*en brought up to infidelity in re 
ga rtl to them. 
Mora l duties ha ve stopjxsl 
short with the a nima l kingdom. 
As a lx» y 1 thoug ht it to 1h* my duty 
to 
trend 
on a worm when I saw one. And 
used to 
fulfill my duly. I hated spiders. 
I 
thoug ht that flies wyro meant for us* to 
pick 
ihe wing s off and the leg s, ami see what the 
would do. A snake opeaad all the moral re- 
« qure<*s of my nature, to hunt and kill him 
And in reg ard to fish, they were made either 
for man’s eating at the table or for his sport 
in catching them. 
And, in g eneral, I think, 
the earlier instruction that prev ailed in my 
boyhood was that the animal creation was 
made for the sport of man. And it is com­ 
parativ ely 
but 
rerently that 
we 
hav e 
learned to 
look 
with 
a v ery different 
philosophy upou 
the 
unfolding of 
lif< 
in the long succession of it; the dev elop­ 
ment 
of it ending — the last and the 
g reatest unfolding —in the human race. That 
they are to l» e treated with g reat humanity 
hardly now neds to l»e said. All animals 
must liv e. And yet when a spider spins hi* 
web anil runs bock into his critics hole, and 
a g auzy fly comes wing ing that way and 
is stuck, and out runs the spider and g rabs 
him and turns him ov er and bit**s him with 
the poison that instantly paralyzes him and 
winds him—we stand there boiling ov er at 
that old tyrant, that dev il of a spider, and 
we g et a stick and smash him. And then 
after hav ing exercised our indig nation that 
the spider liv es on a fly, we g o ov er to New 


York a nd buy a leg of vea l or errme mutton 
or some nice txv fstcak which we hav e org an­ 
izes! shambles for the sake of slaug htering , 
and we 
bring 
them 
homo with g reat 
delig ht. 
The 
deh 
of 
a 
spider suck­ 
ing 
the 
juice ‘ out 
of 
a 
fly 
is 
horrible; but what juicy steak! 
How de­ 
licious that is! \Te reproach our butcher for 
a dry one. We iorg et that while ev erywhere 
in creation the principal of destruction is 
manifested, the tendency is steadly unfolding 
the 
rev erse: 
¡» reserv ation, 
conserv ation, 
humanity, and it finally breaks out in the 
hig hest forms in the» Gospel of Jesus Christ. 
Now*, the whole animal king dom has a 
rig ht to consideration. Not from sentiment­ 
alism, but it has its rig hts. In so far as ani­ 
mals are noxious and dang erous to human 
life, we hav e control of them. In so far as 
they are incommodious, we hav e a rig ht to a 
hig her plune and place. And there are v ery 
many insects in summer that we are not 
oblig ed to preserv e, thoug h wo need not g o 
out of our way to destroy them. 
They 
may hav e just one day of happiness. But it 
is the one day of their life, and it is tiieir 
whole. 
But of those a nima ls tha t sta nd nea r« *st to 
ma n, a nd a re most useful, they ha ve lx*en 
compa ra tively left to his pa ssions or to his 
exa cting selfishness. 
Their usefulness needs 
no disclosure here. 
It is not sa fe tha t ca ttle 
should bo left to the interests of their owners. 
It is nut sa fe nor huma ne tha t ca ttle should 
Ik* tra nsported under conditions which imply 
suffering, bruising a nd distress. 
It is not 
right tha t where they a re to Ik* sla ughtered 
for the need of the ta ble there should be no 
considera tion of the methods of doing it. 
It 
is not right, if dogs a re da ngerous a nd they 
a re Lo l« o ga thered, tha t they should be 
left 
to 
the 
mercy 
of 
bi-jw-da l 
curs, 
a nd 
tha t 
they 
should 
be 
sla ughtered 
in 
a 
>vny 
tha t 
is 
contra ry 
to 
tie* 
Ix-st 
sensibility 
of 
huma nity. 
Cruelty 
to little things feeds tin* spirit of cruelty 
itself. 
Directly a ma n ma y not be a fTe« ud 
in his rights by the trea tment of these things 
by other men or by their opinion of huma nity, 
but ta king it through a genera tion, if brought 
up to disrega rd the feedings of the brute crea ­ 
tion they will ha ve their huma nity dulled to 
a certa in extent towa rd their fellow-men. 
And therefore, when tha t a postle of huma n­ 
ity in our community, Mr. 
Borgh, bega n 
to ta ke mea sures for the protection of the 
brute crea tion, he wa s working in a de­ 
pa rtment of 
Christia n 
ethics, a nd wa s 
worthy not only of sympa thy a nd a ssista nce, 
but a lso of the pra ise which lie did not get. 
Still, his pa tient perseverence lia s ‘found to 
such a n extent sympa thy a s tha t the StK’iety 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Anima ls 
lives, a nd is doing a most beneficent work. If 
a ny ma n remembers, a s 1 do, how, in the re­ 
morseless ca rts la mbs a nd their bleeding 
mothers were cra mmed in, rolled in a s if they 
ha d been but vegeta bles; if they ha d sc.-.n 
ca lves brought into the spring ma rket with 
their

ha nging 
out 
a nd 
their 
fret 
in 
the 
a ir. 
a nd 
in every pos­ 
sible ixusition 
tha t ‘would enta il suffer­ 
ing, a nd now sees with wha t cure they a re
